Michael, one-time chief page of the 
House and $50 went to Park and 
Neal.

He declared Mulhall 


told him he had a tricnd at the capi- 
tol who could get tho public docu- 
ments and bills Later Emery learned 
the friend was McMichael. 


Emery testified 
however, that he 


did draw a check for $50, sent it to 
Mulhall and told him to divide it be- 
tween Neal and Parker ' merely to 
pay for the many courtesies they per- 
formed for our members " 


"Did you ever nmr^e any pavments 


to Mulhall lor McMichael?" asked At- 
torney Carter for the manufacturers 
"Yes," said the witness. "It never 


exceeded $20 a month and it

Shall Big Corporations 


And Privileged Interests 


Control Taxation In Ohio? 


We have it on no less authority than J. W. Faulk- 


ner that there is but one vital question always 
before 


the people, viz: taxation. Either every other question 
pales into insignificance before it, or else, like the public 
hifflnvays of the Ancient Campagna, all lead to the one 
great central point. 


As the French Bourbon always scornfully referred 


to '93 as the year in which he lost his divine right of 
privilege, likewise the favor-seeking 
corporations 
of 


Ohio point to the year '10 as the date when they lost the 
privilege of paying their .taxes on a gross undervalua- 
tion of their property. Why? Because in this event- 
ful year of 1910 there were enacted two laws, to-wit: 
The law creating the State Tax Commission, and the 
Smith One Per Cent law. 


The State Tax Commission, by virtue of the author- 


ity, vested in it, has determined tlie value of all public 
utilities in the State for the years of 1911, '12 and '13. 
and the tax duplicate of almost any county will reveal 
the astounding fact that prior to the year 1911 many of 
the large corporations were paying taxes on valuations 
as low, in many instances, as ten per cent of their true 
value in money. It must be said, however, that 
the 


banks during this reign of privilege, were taxed 011 a six- 
ty per cent valuation of their capital stock—about .the 
average assessed value of the property of the home own- 
er and farmer. So, naturally, the banks are pleased 
with the operation of .the law of 1910, creating a State 
Tax Commission, with power to value all mitilitics at 
their true value in money. By this act tlie public utilitv 
hog trough was upset and hauled away to the public 
dump, and ever since, like Rachel, the favor-seeking cor- 
porations have been weeping, and refuse ' .to be 
com- 


forted. 


Fortunately, the State Tax Commission needs no 


defense, because its wisdom and justice is entered into 
the tax duplicate of every county in Ohio. Neither does 
the Smith One Per Cent law, for it has proved to be one 
of the most vital reforms ever entered upon the 
Ohio 


statute books. 


As a result of these reforms, the small home owner 


is not compelled to bear more than his just share of the 
burdens of taxation. 


There is no danger of the special interests ever be- 


ing able to repeal or amend these just laws in an open, 
frank discussion, with the people sitting in judgment as 
the final arbiters. But there is danger of undermining 
or annulling these laws by insidious means, as witness 
the attempt of these interests during the last year, in 
some parts of the state, to amend Sees. 5404 and 5405, 
i. C., which, if they had succeeded, would have made it 
impossible for a County Auditor to determine the value 
of tlie property of a corporation in accordance with the 
decisions of the courts, and would have finally resulted 
in self-assessment and a rehabilitation of the aforesaid 
hog trough as it existed in the eventful year 1910. 


Now, with these facts well in mind, and with .the 


further fact that these same special interests, through 
associations financed by .them, have opposed, each and 
every one of these humane and progressive laws, as ad- 
vocated by every governor since the days of the lament- 
ed McKinloy, does it seem reasonable that they are hon- 
est when they instruct their paid circulators of referen- 
lum petitions on the Kilpatrick and Warnes taxation 
measures to instruct .the people that the former law 
kills the Smith One Per Cent law, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Attorney General has decided that it saves 
tlie One Per Cent law, and the latter introduces a very 
'bjectionable inquisitorial system of valuing personal 
property? Or would it seem more reasonable, with their 
previous record before us, and with the record of kind- 
rod organizations, as revealed by the Mulhall investiga- 
tions, that they are attempting, Greek-like, .to give the 
people a large wooden horse? 


And, again, if the self-assessing system advocated 


i>y the special interests is better than the appointed as- 
sessor, why limit the right of a tax-payer to sol f-ussofts- 
nont to personal property only? Why not include his 
real estate also? Under such an ideal system the tax- 
paver ought to bo able to redivoo his taxes by controlling 
ind fixing the valuation on both his personal and 
real 


property. An Utopian dream — but, look out for .tlie 
"hog trough."

they lacked votes enough to put 
through their program. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon three 


hours after the time set for the As- 
sembly to convene, the leaders still 
lacked a handful 
of followers 
to 


bring the vote on the resolution to 
impeach up to the required majority 
of 76. Stay-at-home members, most 
of them from New York City sum- 
moned to the capitol by volleys of 
telegraphic appeals, were then re- 
ported on their way to Albany. The 
New York City contingent was ex- 
pected here at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. 
, 


The test of the strength in the As- 


sembly last night showed that the 
majority could muster but 65 votes, 
11 short of a majority. The eleven 
necessary votes were on their way 
to Albany, the leaders said at 2 
o'clock. 


Assemblyman Schaemp, Progres- 


sive leader, told Governor Sulzer to- 
day that he was convinced "the or- 
ganization would crack the whip" 
and get the votes to impeach today. 


During the crisis the governor re- 


mained in the seclusion of his of- 
fice, sending out for his lunch. 


Governor Sulzer*s champions to- 


day are chiefly Progressives and Re- 
publicans. In the senate where will 
be tried the articles of impeachment 
should the program go through, ev- 
ery Republican member met in in- 
formal fashion at a hotel and de- 
cided to try the "case on its merits.

First Things 


The first BucceaBful railway loco- 


motive was the Invention of George 
Stephen son, who died 63 years ago 
today, having lived to see his epo- 
chal invention vastly improved and 
generally adopted all over 
Europe 
and America. 
The locomotive was 


dimly foreshadowed by Evans's "Or- 
acter Amphibolis, and his drawings 
and specifications, sent to England 
in 1787, became the basis of all 
subsequent inventions 
of that na- 
ture. 
The first locomotive >patent 


waa granted in 1802 to Vivian and 
Trevethick and juat, a century ago 
William Hedley built a locomotive 
for use in a mine. 
Next year will 
mark the centenary of the comple- 
tion of Step'hensou'a first locomo- 
tive which traveled at the rate of 
elx miles an hour. In 1822 Stephen- 
son began to construct the Stockton 
and Darling-ton 
railway, the 
first 
passenger road, and 
on this line 


in 1829 his " new 
locomotive, the 


Rocket, attained the amazing speed 
of thirty miles an hour. Horatio Al- 
lea, acting for the Delaware 
and 
Hudson Canal company, brought the 
first locomotive to America in 1829. 
Peter Cooper built the first Ameri- 
can locomotive at Baltimore in 1830 
and in the same year a New York 
foundry completed 
another, "The

WHEN SIGNALLED 
TO HONOR DEAD

New York, Aug. 11'.— Instead of pre- 


senting arms when ordered to do so, 
the military escort to the 
body of 


Tancrede Augusto, late President of 
Hayti, aimed their rifles at the cas- 
ket and riddled it with 
bullets, ac- 


cording to Marfield Kemp of Lexing- 
ton, Ind., a youns engineer employed 
by the National railroad of 
Hayti, 


who 
reached 
hero from 
Port-au- 


Prince yesterday. The shooting oc- 
curred in the cathedral of St. Mary, 
Jlr. Kemp said, at the conclusion of 
a funeral service of great solemnity 
and in the presence of hundreds of 
persons. Mr. Kemp was one of a 
party of Americans, he said, who at- 
tended the funeral. 


"The 
casket occupied a place in the 


centre aisle," Mr. Kemp said, "and the 
twenty-four soldiers stood 
in 
two 


lines on each side. At the blessing 
they were ordered to present arms. 
Instead they fired several rounds into 
the body. The church was thrown in- 
to an uproar and the funeral throng 
fled in panic." 


This outrage was one of many dis- 


orders occurring in Port-au-Prince on 
the day of the 
funeral, 
Mr. Kemp 


said. He added that President Au- 
guste had made many political ene- 
mies and that it was generally report- 
ed, but without confirmation, that he 
had been poisoned.
